Colonial Craftsmen of Pennsylvania 

REPRODUCTIONS from our early Pennsylvania Newspapers, of 
Advertisements of our Carvers, Gilders, Chairmakers, Cabinet- 
makers and Upholsterers, are continued in this number as 
installment number three. 

In 1769 the art of gilding appears to have been added to that of 
carving in this city, for HERCULES COURTENAY from London 
seems to have been among the first to advertise this craft. Possibly 
this was only for gilding mirrors, for in this city gilding of other 
furniture apparently did not occur until a much later date. 

The partnership of WAYNE and MOORE, afterwards changed to 
ROBERT MOORE, shows the trend of some of the smaller shops to the 
Cherry and Race streets district, where much of the excellent work 
of our early period was executed, although the fashionable shops of the 
early days were usually south of Market street. It is remarkable how 
even at this period, a century and a half later, much excellent work is 
still done north of Market street, although sold at the more fashion- 
able shops under different names. 

Joiners' and carpenters' tools seem to have been in demand, for 
JEREMIAH CRESSON sold them, as well as the favorite woods, wal- 
nut and mahogany. 

There is a long series of advertisements by JOHN MASON from 
1767 to 1780. Beginning apparently in a small way in the Cherry 
and Arch streets district, he makes several moves but never appears 
south of Market street. 

The attention of those interested in the Colonial decorative arts is 
called to his price list appearing in his advertisement for 1767, as well 
as to the fact that he papered rooms. His curious advertisements of 
1769 apparently referring to local conditions, are of interest to 
research workers. His importation of paper from London in 1774, and 
the fact that he had for sale flowered paper in 1780 during the Revo- 
lutionary War will be interesting to those engaged in "period" 
decoration.
